W ashington, February 1 0 .—The 
Senate Committee on Education to­ 
day instructed Senator Allison, of 
Iowa, to report favorably the bill pro­ 
viding for the appointment of a com­ 
mission to investigate the alcoholic 
liquor traffic, its relations to revenue 
and taxation, and its general economy, 
and criminal, moral, and scientific 
aspects. 
Dorman B. Eaton, Andrew Carnegie, 
David Dudley Field, and Charles 0. 
Peabody were this morning heard by 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Re­ 
lations in favor of a bill providing for 
the settlement of international dis­ 
putes by arbitration. 


T H E HOUSE. 


R eport Subm itted R e (« r d lii| tbe 
W estern M ail Service. 
W ashington, February 10.—In the 
House, Culbertson,from the Judiciary 
Committee, reported 
favorably the 
bill to create a board to settle the dif­ 
ferences between the United States 
and Texss 
regarding Tom Green 
county. 
The House bill granting the right 
of way through the Indian Territory 
to the Chocktaw Railway Company 
passed. 
Anderson, from the Postoffice Com­ 
mittee reported favorably the Perkins 
resolution instructing the Postmaster- 
General to inquire into and inform tbe 
House of the cause and foundation of 
the complaints regarding the Western 
mail service. The committee report­ 
ed an amendment adding to the reso­ 
lution the following: ‘ ‘And also that 
the Postmaster-General be directed to 
further inquire and inform the House 
what, if any, improvements and ex­ 
tensions have been made in the mail 
service of the West during the last 
two years.” 
The resolution, after a 
brief debate and insertion of the word 
“ alleged” before the word “ com­ 
plaint,” was adopted. 
The Honee passed the Senate bill 
authorizing the appointment of An­ 
drew D. White as regent of the Smith­ 
sonian Institute, ana then adjourned 
until Monday. 


A POW DER EXPLOSION. 


M any 
K lllc i a n d W o u i c t — 
G reat D am age Dane* 
W ilk e sharks, Pa., February 10.— 
At 10 o'clock this morning a severe 
shock was felt in this city. It was 
-learned that a violent explosion had 
occurred at Dnpont’s powder works 
at Wapwallopen, twenty miles dis­ 
tant, and that four men had been 
killed. The explosion occurred in the 
packing house, where several tons of 
powder were stored. At Nanticock 
and Waname, cL imneys toppled from 
the roofs of buildings, and school 
children ran in terror from the house. 
Men and women flocked toward the 
mines, where they thought the ex­ 
plosion had happened, and where 
members of their families were at 
work. At Shickshinny the glass in 
almost every window was broken and 
many persons were thrown to the 
ground. 
At Wapwallopen noarly every build­ 
ing was damaged or wrecked. Besides 
those killed, over forty persons were 
injured, fou teen of whom, it is said, 
will die. 
None of the injured will die. The 
injuries were mostly caused by flying 
fragments. 
A New York Metho list 
Church, 300 feet away, was com­ 
pletely wrecked. 
No trace of the 
packing house is left, not even the 
foundation. Rocks weighing over a 
hundred pounds were Diown to the 
top of the mountain, a quarter of a 
mile away. 


W ILL ITANB H IS GROUND. 


Spreckels Not * frald of th e New 
Y ork Rugar T ra a t. 
S an F rancisco, February 10.—Claus 
Spreckels, the “sugar king,” is confi­ 
dent that the New York sugar dealers 
do not propose to carry on any war 
in the commodity to this coast, and 
the American Company does not in­ 
tend any change being admitted into 
the trnst with the idea of doing battle 
with Spreckels’ refinery. It was re­ 
ported that Jno. E. Searles, Jr., Secre­ 
tary of the New York Sugar Trust, is 
in the city, hut the statement is not 
generally believed. 
Mr. Spreckels 
has no fear that the New York 
sugar men will attempt to monopolize 
the Pacific coast trade through the 
American company. 
He says that 
all the money the trust can get to­ 
gether cannot crush him, and the 
combination is composed of men too 
shrewd to make such an attempt. 
They will not play their money where 
there is so much to m eet'it. 
If 
necessary, he will sell sugar at two 
«ents per pound. 
There will be a 
surplus of 50,000 tons on this coast, 
which will be shipped to New York. 


DRUNKEN DIGGERS.

Fresno, February 10.—News was 
received here last night of a fight 
among Digger Indians recently, near 
Bethel's store, in the mountains east 
of here, resulting in two deaths. The 
Indians had a big pow-wow, got in­ 
toxicated and fired their pistols. After 
quiet was restored it was found that 
John 
Bugg 
was 
fatally 
shot. 
' "his for a time 
ended the fes­ 
tivities 
and 
the 
Indians 
dis­ 
persed, 
Bethel 
and Walker and 
some half-breeds remaining behind. 
They built a camp-fire and renewed 
their drinking. A number of the In­ 
dians who dispersed, becoming en­ 
raged at the shooting of Bugg, and 
then remembering the fact that Beth­ 
el’s father some time ago killed their 
chief, returned to the scene ana fired. 
Bob Bethel fell dead, pierced by five 
bullets. 
Walker was uninjured. It 


is unable to ascertain who the mur­ 
derers were. 
The last reports state 
that the trouble is by no means 
ended.

STOCK STATISTICS. 


Satisfactory 
Show ing 
for tke 
P a st Y ear. 
W ashington, February 
10.—The 
February statistical report of the De­ 
partment of Agricnltnro states in rela­ 
tion to the number and values of 
farm animals that there has been an 
uicrease in horses, mules and cattle, 
and a decrease in sheep and swine. 
The largest rate of increase is in 
horses, 5 per cent., and it is general 
throughout the country, though larg­ 
est west of the Mississippi. Tbe ag­ 
gregate exceeds 13,000,000. The in­ 
crease in mules averages 3K percent. 
Increase in cattle, 2J£ per cent., 
making an aggregate of over 49,000,­ 
000. The increase is nearly as large 
in milch cows as other cattle. In 
sheep the decline appears to be be­ 
tween 2 and 3 per cent., the aggre 
gate of the Hocks being 43,500,000. 
There is a small decline in tho num­ 
ber of swine Of less than 1 per cent., 
leaving an aggregate of over 44,000,­ 
000. The aggregate value of all farm 
animals is $8,000,000 more than last 
year. 


B E CANNOT CO M E. 


A Chinese R o rc k an t Asks If B e 
May Im p ert Hie Nephew. 
W ashington, 
February 10.—Lon 
Chew, a Chinese merchant of Port­ 
land, Ore., recently inquired of the 
Treasury Department whether the re­ 
quirements of the Chineso restrictive 
act might not be waived in the case 
of his nephew, a young Chinaman 
now at Hongkong, whom he intended 
to bring over ana give an interest in 
his business. He was informed that 
inasmuch as by the express terms of 
the statute, the certificate therein 
specified shall be the sole evidence 
permissible to establish on the part 
of any Chinese person, the right of 
entry iuto the United States.

negative answer.

The R ailroad M agnate Makes an 
Offer of Settlem ent Extend­ 
in g Over 125 Years.

W abiiinqton, February 10—By ap­ 
pointment, G. P. Huntington, Vice­ 
President of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road Company, appeared to-day before 
the House Committee on Railroads 
to give his views on the pending 
legislation touching those roads and 
to explain the resources of the Central 
Pacific. He said that he did not 
come to make an argument, but only 
to have a talk with the committee. 
The settlement of the Central Pacific 
debt was a very old matter and some­ 
what irritating, and he would very 
much like to have it settled. He 
wished to talk a little about the b'iild- 
ers and building of the Central Pacific 
and see if an agreement could not be 
re iched' by which the Government 
could come into its own and the 
company preserve its property. 
He 
has been with the road since its or­ 
ganization. His associates were all 
neighbors of his and came into the 
organization at his personal solicita­ 
tion. He had asked them not be­ 
cause they were m*-u of large means, 
but because of their integrity. He 
had put in twelve hours a day on the 
company’s business from that day to 
this, and none of the company’s em 
ployes had woi ked harder. Men who 
went over the road in a palace car 
said it could not have cost much, but 
it had cost a great d«al of work. • 
Huutington describing at length the 
difficulties attending the construction 
of the road, said: 
“ Nobody knew of the difficulties 
except the men who built it, and now 
we are brought before the American 
people as if we liad taken something 
belonging to the Government.” “ We 
find nothing to apologize for,” said 
he, “ there is nothiog 1 want changed 
and nothing 1 want to take back, but 
I do want a fair settlement made so 
that this matter can be taken out of 
Congress, and we can know just what 
we have to do.” As to 
TXB MATTER OP SETTLEMENT, 
tbe witness said: 
“ My impression is that we should be 
allowed proper equities, and I believe 
the Government does not want to 
make anything out of the road in the 
way of interest, bat simply to get its 
own, as they certainly do not need 
any more money in the treasury at 
t ie present time. Put down what the 
companies own, equate the interest 
and fix the debt for a certain day, aay 
July 1st next, dividing the total into 
250 semi-annual payments, that is, 
an extension equal to fifty-two years 
or thereabouts on the whole amount. 
All the great railroads in this country 
are increasing rather than diminish­ 
ing the length of their mortgages, and 
if, then, our equities were allowed it 
wonid bring it in where we coaid 
meet it.” 
The chairman asked if the Central 
Pacific claimed that it could not pay 
i's debt on partial payments in fifty 
years. 
Huntington replied: “ Yon have a 
record of what it is doing, and it cer­ 
tainly is not paying. There is nothing 
in sight.” 
T>acy asked witness as to the 
amount of the 250 semi-annual pay­ 
ments proposed. 
Witness said that he expected to 
get something off the debt on account 
of equities, but he estimated that the 
payments 
would 
be a little over 
$1,090,000 a vear. 
Collins asked if witness believed 
that the courts would allow claimed 
equities such as franchises to the 
the Atlantic and Pacific and the 
Northern Pacific Companies, which 
are competing in the same territory. 
He responded: “ Yes ” 
Hovey inquired whether Hunting­ 
ton made the proposition in his indi­ 
vidual capacity, or for the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company. 
The witness replied that he spoke 
for the Central Pacific Companv. The 
payments of $1,09*),000 contemplated 
by his proposition were based upon 
the assumption of the cash value of 
the road at $50,000,000. The proposi­ 
tion al-o contemplated the payment 
of interest at 2 per cent. 
C dlins inquired if the pamphlet 
prepared by Conkling and Shipman 
ana published in the New York pa­ 
pers did not set forth the claims of 
the road. 
Witness could not say positively but 
the gentleman who prepared it had 
all the information he could give him. 
At tbe conclusion of his statement, 
Huntington agreed to submit a writ­ 
ten - tatemeut of the credits claimed 
by the company, and a memorándum 
i his proposition, as worked out. 
The committee adjourned until to- 
morow, when it is understood that 
Charles Franc s Adams, President of 
the Union Pacific Company, will give 
his views upon various funding bills

Balfour Says that it is 
Steadily Decreasing.

London, February 10.—Iu the House 
of Commons this evening, Balfour, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, continuing 
his debate on the address to reply to 
the Queen’s speech, commented on 
the changed tone Gladstone mani­ 
fested in his speech last evening. 
Where, he asked, was the impassioned 
orator, who used all the resources of 
rhetoric to inflame the public mind 
against law and against the police ? 
Mr. 
Gladstone 
intenupted the 
speaker, saying that there was not an 
atom of foundation for such assertions, 
Balfour continuing said that grave re­ 
flections had been cast on the resident 
magistrates in Ireland. They were de­ 
pendent for appointment on tbe exe­ 
cutive government, but out of a total 
of 73 magistrates, Earl Spencer ap­ 
pointed or approved of 60. When he 
revised the list the number of per­ 
sons tried under the Crimes Act was 
659, 229 of 
whom were 
acquit­ 
ted. 
In 
1886 
the 
number 
of 
Agrarian 
offences 
reached 
2196, 
while in 1887 the total was only 
1837. The government’s efforts lo 
protect persona from boycotters had 
been notably successful in counties 
Clare 
and 
Kerry, 
where 
the 
league had been suppressed. People 
now traveling in Ireland declare the 
condition of the country greatly im­ 
proved and the judges confirm this 
opinion. 
John Morley said that the House 
would infer from Balfour’s speech, 
what the temper was in which he 
administered 
coercion. 
Regarding 
the Irish criminal statistics the rec­ 
ords showing a decrease of crime in­ 
cluded six months’ 
calm, during 
which eviction notices could not be 
executed. 
Parnell moved an adjournment of 
the debate which was agreed to.

WONDERFUL PERUVIAN WORK. 


W h istlin g Jug» Made by a n An* 
c le a t R ace. 
The silvadors or musical jugs found 
among the burial places of Peru are 
most ingenious specimens of handi­ 
work. A silvio in the William fl.Vaux 
collection at Philadelphia consists of 
two vases whose bodies are joined one 
to the other, with a hole or opening 
between them. The neck of one of 
these vaseB is closed, with the excep­ 
tion of a small opening in which a 
clay pipe is inserted, leading to the 
body of a whistle. When a liquid is 
poured into the open-necked vase the 
air is compressed into the other, and. 
in escaping through the narrow open­ 
ing, is 
forced 
into the whistle, 
the vibrations 
producing 
sounds. 
Many of these sounds 
represent 
the 
notes 
of 
birds; 
one 
in 
the 
Clay 
collection of Philadel­ 
phia, PennsylvantA, 
imitates 
the 
notes of tbe robin, or some other 
member of the thrush tribe peculiar 
to Peru. 
The. closed neck of this 
double vase is modeled into a repre­ 
sentation of a bird’s head, which is 
thrush-like in character. 
Another 
water vase in the same collection, 
representing a llama, imitates the 
disgusting habit which this animal 
possesses of ejecting its saliva when 
enraged. The hissing sound which 
accompanies this action is admirably 
imitated. A black tube of earthen­ 
ware, ornamented with a grotesque 
head in low relief,, to which short 
arms are attached pressing a three- 
tubed syrinx to its lips (Clay collec­ 
tion), deserves especial mention, as it 
suggests the evolution of this instru­ 
ment from a single tnbe to more 
complicated forms. 
Peruvian woven tissues, often dyed 
in brilliant hues, are unsurpassed by 
the textile productions of any other 
ancient American people. Their jewel- 
§ 
7 of gold and silver is remarkable, 
tatuettes in the precious metals are 
even more wo derfnl; they represent 
monkeys, birds with their feathers, 
fish with scales, etc., modeled in re­ 
lief or intaglio. Human figures were 
also cast in precious metals, the ar­ 
tists even attempting groups. Beads 
were made of gold, silver, glass and 
earthenware. Wood was used to fur­ 
nish objects in daily use, and an ex­ 
ample may be seen in the beautifully 
ornamented combs that are some­ 
times found placed beside the dead in 
the huacas. 
it is yet to be shown that the an­ 
cient Peruvians possessed s system of 
coinage, or of recording tbeir ideas by 
a system of writing either hiero­ 
glyphic or phonetic. It is supposed 
that some system of communicating 
ideas and recording events existed by 
means of lupos or stoings of varyiog 
length, on which wefe knotted a cer­ 
tain number of threads. The lnca 
was thus enabled to transmit his or­ 
ders by messengers over all the roads 
starting from the espi al at Cusco. 
Relays of runners were stationed all 
along the imperial highways at dis­ 
tances rarely exceeding five mike,

The countiea of California having 
generally rattled with the State their 
|» t charges for the year, it appears 
(hat Loa Angeles stands second in the 
list, only San Francisco county paying 
man revenue to the State than we do. 
The metropolis pays $1,382,391.12; 
and Los Angeles pays $456,825,60. 
Sacramento ranks sixth among the 
counties in this respect paying $161,­ 
480.01. At this showing the Record- 
Union expresses great disatisfaction, 


a n d raises the point that Los Angeles 
doea not pay enongh. The reason on 
which this complaint is based, is the 
(herelative area of the two counties, 
Sacramento having only 968 square 
miles of territory while Los Angeles 
baa 4,812. The illogical reasoning of 
oar contemporary is one of those 
cases which disprove themselves by 
proving too much. By that course of 
then San Francisco pays too 
much. 1 >: fact, on the basis of area, 
(hat county should pay the least tax 
of all the counties. Site has only 42 
square miles of territory. Then San 
Bernardino ought to pay the most, as 
she has 21,171 square miles area. 
Pan Diego ought to come next with 
her 14,968 miles area, and Inyo, 
which pays only 
$8.302.66 and 
stands near the foot of the list, 
an the rating value would be lifted to 
the third' place as she has 10,156 
pquare wiles of territory. BÍU tfya

Loa Angeles being second in the list, 
and scarcely expected the friendly in­ 
vitation to go up higher from that 
aonrce.

The whole theory of the golditee is 
utterly overthrown by these few 
figures. When we consider how 
much more of the one metal is used 
in the arta than of the other, and the 
other fact that silver is the money 
generally used in the bulk of the 
transactions of the masses the world 
over, thereby suffering mnch more by 
wear than gold coin does, it will ap­ 
pear that there is no overproduction 
of silver as compared with gold. In 
our own country, a return to the old- 
fashioned policy of free coinage of 
both metals would result in the 
greatest era of development and 
prosperity ever witnessed in the his­ 
tory of mankind. 


How hollow are the pretensions of 
the Republican party when it pro­ 
fesses that it wants to maintain the 
present tariff schedule in order to pro­ 
tect American industries, is a patent 
fact to any one at all conversant with 
the outgivings of that party. Mr. 
Henry Cabot Lodge, of Boston, is 
usually regarded as a good Repub­ 
lican. Massachusetts is the home of 
the protective faction. In 1884, at the 
assembling of the Republican con- 
v ention of the Old Bay State, Mr. 
LoJge called that body to order. 
Here is a part of his address: 
Grave public questions confront us 
There is a large, perilous and growing 
surplus in the revenue. It must be 
removed, not by needless and extra­ 
vagant expenditure, not bv abolishing 
the proper taxation of whisky and to­ 
bacco, not by a stupid and injurious 
horizontal reduction for politics only, 
but by plain business methods; by 
freeing entirely those great necessaries 
of life which enter into the daily con­ 
sumption of everv household, and by 
wise and discriminating reductions. 
As President of the same Conven­ 
tion Hon. John D Long eaid, in bis 
address: 
There are only two ways to reduce 
the surplus revenue—one by raising 
the tariff to a prohibitory Jieijjht. 
which nobody advocates; the otnef, 
the free list. The free list is the hon­ 
est revenue reformer’s hope. 
Now, will some of the political 
economists who claim to seo nothing 
but bald Free Trade principles in the 
President's message take the utter­ 
ances of that document and those of 
these staunch Republican leaders in 
this hotbed of Protection, and point 
out the differences between the two 
positions? Many of our contempo­ 
raries affect to have great keenness of 
i nsight in the abstruse questions sur­ 
rounding the tariff. Here, then, is a 
bone for their picking well worthy 
some effort. 


Special efforts should be made in 
Southern California to secure Ihe lo­ 
cation of one or more of Mr. Spreckel’s 
beet sugar mills. Ten are to be 
erected in various portions of the 
State during the present year. There 
are a great number of localities in 
Southern California where the sugar 
beet can be grown with the greatest 
success. In fact, it has been proved 
that those grown here contain a 
greater percentage of saccharine 
matter than the general aver­ 
age. The profits realised from 
the growth of tbe beet are some­ 
thing enormons. From twenty-five to 
thirty tons is the usual crop per acre. 
The Western Beet Sugar Company, of 
which Mr. 8preckels is President, and 
under which his enterprise is known 
will pay $4 per ton for beets containing 
the least per centage of sugar, and 
proportionately higher for those con­ 
taining a greater quantity of saccharine 
matter. This would be a mo t profit­ 
able crop to our farmers, and the loca, 
tion of a mill here would be an addi­ 
tion of no small moment to our rap­ 
idly developing industrial interests, 


M rs. A lexander M itch ell was one 
of the party visiting California with 
the commissi Dn to select a site for the 
Soldiers' Home.

The child, fearful of calling 
down her stepfather's wrath by revealing 
the facta to her mother, sought to conceal 
the affair from h er by hiding her andcr- 
Sarments, which were stained and would 
are told the story, had they been discov­ 
ered. Later the mother returned, but aside 
from noticing the peculiar manner of both 
Lennex and bis victim, saw nothing to 
make her suspect that the crime had been 
committed.

Lennox testified on his own behalf and 
wa« to tho effect that Eliza kept late hours 
and earned money from men 
After hearing thcevldence Justice Austin 
held Lennox to answer before the Superior 
Court in $2000 bail.

HEALTH MATTERS. 


D r. B eese t o b e R e c o m m e n d e d f o r 
R e n itis O ffic e r. 
The Board of Health met yeiterday af­ 
ternoon in tho Mayor’s office. There was 
present a full board, viz: Hon. W. H. Work­ 
man, Mayor and chairman, and Mesara, 
Humphreys, Gibbs, Hanley, Collins and 
Dr. Hagan. 
Dr. Hagan stated that there 
was no new cases of smallpox, except that 
last Saturday a womau bearing a few 
smallpox marks had been taken out to the 
peathouee. 
The doctor also for the Infor­ 
mation of the Boaid, related a lew of the 
duties tnat the Health Officer and his as­ 
sistant had to perform. He aald that his as- 
slataut, Dr Thompson, had vaccinated In 
his tent on Fort street from January 1st to 
January 17th. 1076 people: ho also did 
w. rk lu Dr. Hagan’s office, and vaOjL aUfi 
•round ail centers of cuutagiou, In all about 
155. He also had to visit all places where 
casts were suspected, aud had made ninety 
such visits, lie visited tbe- smallpox hos- 
Slial nineteen times, 
a s each vaccination 
i charged $1, ninety visits at $2 each, and 
eighteen visit*- to pest house at $5 per visit, 
Dr. Thompson’s services were really worth 
$1457: besides which he bad viBlted a great 
many traína coming In Ban Francisco. Dr. 
Hagan, in the mean time, had been very 
busy looking up suspected caseB, Issuing 
permita for burials and attending to nul- 
hance complaints and sanitary measures. 
Another matter that Dr. Hagaa wished to 
call attention to was the duty tb it had to be 
done aa police surgeon. Two visits, one 
every nigut and one every day, had to be 
Bald to tne police station, and he hoped that 
le new charter would provide for a sur­ 
geon to do that duty. The «alary he thought 
ought to be $1000. He further stated that 
the Board 
of 
Health, in conjunction 
with the Health Officer is saving the city 
$10 000 per month, and thouaanus of peo­ 
ple were pievented from leaving the city by 
be prompt measures that bad been taken to 
stop the spread of amallpox 
In conclusion, 
he said: "I have done m v duty, not on any 
mercenary grounds, out as a duty I owe to 
the Bo»rd and the city, and have given it 
my whole time and attention." 
Tbe Mayor and the members of the Board 
thought that the city hod been extremely 
lucky In preventing the dire disease from 
spreading, and complimented Dr. Hagan for 
his past services 
A complaint was entered against Thomas 
Irady, who has charge of the pest-house and 
drives the ambulance, charging him with 
drunkenness and iusolence. After a deal 
of discussion, Mr. Uolllns moved that he be 
discharged, which was seconded by Mr. 
Gibbs and carried unanimously. Mr. J. A. 
Keyes was temporalily appointed to take 
Brady’s place. 
A complaint regarding the filth that accu­ 
mulates In Mott alley was left over till the 
next meeting. 
The matter of a new smallpox hospital waa 
then discussed, and Dr. Hagan suggested 
that the Ducker portable army hospital 
should be used, as the present building was 
unfit for the patients. 
Mr. Collins moved, and Mr. Humphreys 
seconded, thut a portable hospital be pur­ 
chased at a cost of $525, which was unani­ 
mously carried. 
The following hills were Bpproved: John 
Lovell, $123.30, and tho bill of Roes aud 
Richmond. The bill of Caukln & Haas went 
over for a week, aud in tho meantime 
Messrs. Collins and Hauley to Interview 
them and make a reduction if possible.

“ What was the object in opening up your 
oew route for the shipment of freight to and 
irons Louisville. Cincinnati and Chicago via 
the Sunset Route?" was the next question 
aekeJ. 
“In the first place, the route is not a new 
one; we have been handling freight via 
New Orleans for a long time." 
“Bat»".interrupted the H xbald’s repre­ 
sentative, "it is new to the officials in this 
city."

ble size is expelled on which there are generally traces of blood, but In some cases the 
cast presents a tubular appearance, being of exact 6hape of the na-.al cavity. This con­ 
dition is indicative of ulceration, which, in lime, may destroy the bony structur of the 
nose and produce a subsequent flattening of that organ. 
Cases are occasionally met with in which a thick, viscid, slimy secretion coats the 
mcmbramc of the nasal cavities and then putrefies, giving rise to a stench which ti 
really ov. rpowering, and sufficiently fetid to poison tne atmosphere of a whole room, 
and there are othere in which all Becretlons of the membrane are suspended, causing an 
unpleasant feeling of dryness, heat, and feverishneBS in the head and nose—a condición 
popularly known cs "Dry Catarrh.” 
The disease spiedily extends to the air eavitles of the bones of the forehead and 
face, giving rise to a dlstn ssiug sensation of heavyweight or compression over the 
forehead, especially in the region above and between the eyes, and to a feeling of full­ 
ness, heat, irritation, soreness or pain in the nostrils near the root ol the nose, as well as 
in the upper part of the throat, above and behind the soft palate. Sometimes there is 
pain obstinately fixed in some particular pait, as In the tt mp.es, on the ton of the head, 
at tbe back of tbe nick, or behind the orbits, and, occasionally, pain manifests Itself in 
the face of so severe a character that it is frequently mistaken for neuralgia. 
The breath is always tainted and at times ossumes an exceedingly fetid and sicken­ 
ing odor. In some cshcs it becomes bo revoltingly offensive as to render the sufferer an 
object of disgust to himself ms well as toothers. 
The nasal membrane is thickened and congested, causing the nose to be stopped up, 
sometimi-B o b one side, si metlmes on the other, and often o.. both, giving rise to a disa­ 
greeable stufly s- ntaiion In tho head, and occasionally to violent and prolonged par­ 
oxysms of sneezing. 
The voice is weak, indistinct and husky, or of a nasal character, displaying a sort o 
sniffling quality. Oftentimes there is a continuous hoareehess and discordance. There 
is also a sense of irritation in the throat, and frequent attempts to clear the parts of 
phlegm, producing the sound "hem” more or less forcibly. In some cares patients com 
plain of an uncomfortable feeling of fullness, or a choky ren»ation in the throat, and in 
others of a distressing aud almost con«tant dryness, for the temporary relief ef which 
they have to swallow frequently 
Others again speak of a constant bod or nauseous taste 
in the mouth and throat. 
The stomach generally suffers more or less and becomes weak and irritable; the appo- 
e is capricious and nearly always bad In the morning. The patient is languid, unable 
perform mental or phyefcal labor with the usual facility, Is nervous, depressed in 
spirits, at times, fearful, timid, agitated, and inclined to drowsiness and sleep; the mem­ 
ory weakened and permanent impairment seriously threatened. 
The mucous membrane soon becomes morbidly sensitive to unfavorable inflnencea, 
and, in spite of th< utmost care, becomes utfected from the slightest causes, so th at a t last 
a breatt of wind upon the lining of the nose or throat becomes productive of a cold, and 
gives rise to serious disturbanc es of the respiratory organs. Thus tbe patient is subject

impulse, and d repeated colds, each aitack aggravating the disease by giving it a new 
involving a larger extent of surface than its predecessor. In this manner 
me difficulty spreads from organ to organ, invading the throat, larynx, trachea and 
bronchia] tu< eB, until, encroaching further >-ud further, it reaches the finer ramifications 
of the bronchi, when but a slight impulse is required to Bond it to the lungs. Catarrh 
may, and often does, affect other organs in the body, especially those containing a mu­ 
cous membrane, such as the Stomach, DowcIb, Kidneys. Ac 
Thus cntarth becomes the starting point of consumption development, tho disease 
be ng eventually transmitted to the lungs, both by nervous connection and continuity of 
surface. 
Bo frequently has this fatal course been noticed that all those who are thoroughly 
conversant with the subject now look upon catarrh as a premonition and one of the very 
earliest manifestations of consumption, 
Inhalations are applicable in all diseases of tho respiratory organs, but m ust be pre­ 
pared for ench individual rare as they severally require.
